The stockholders of tho Producers' 


Raisin Packing company bold a pro- 
tracted meeting yesterday afternoon in 
ihe reading room of tho Hughes hotel, 
Abiat sixty people were present, and 
the proceedings appeared to

more than o/dlnary interest for them. 


T. C. "White called the meeting to 


order aud defined its objects to ho ex- 
)laoafory and advisory. 


One of tho chief topics. under discus- 


sion waa the low price of laat year's 
raisin crop. Many reasons were ad- 
vanced for this disagreeable decline bat 
ihe general opinion was the jobbers had 
conspired, as usual, to gougo tlia pro- 
ducer and,'as usual, had succeeded. 
It was remarked that the company 


.tad not been as successful as could have 
jeen wished. It had advanced as high 
as 3 cents a pound to the growers, 
ind that was more money than the state 
of the market warranted. From thia 
and other causes the company was about 
55000 behind. 


AOOVfi WATBB,' 


'Bat," added Mr. White, "we have 


kept onr heads above water and I think 
we will come out winners. Some well 
posted men say that we will have a very 
;ood market this year." 
. ho great trouble was that the eeveial 


lacking companies and other combina* 
ions of producers had been competing 
against one another instead of being 
united in a central organization. The 
joliof was expressed that if Ihe Pro- 
ducers' Raisin Packing company bad co- 
operated with the others ia the sale of 
their products thoy would have realized 
50 per cent more tban they did last year. 
"With better management on the part 


ot tho growers," said Mr. White, "and 
of the different companies, I believe that 
n another year we 'will meet with a 
groat deal of EUCCCED."

Tbe 
oatnre of the proposition could not bo 
learned, as tho proceedings of the whole 
meeting were supposed to be secret, but 
.t evidently did not prove to be satisfac- 
tory, for the diBcuenlou veered around to 
;ho subject ol the respectivo merits of 
Spanish raisins and the Fresno article. 


One by one the stockholders began 
earing the hall at intervals. Some of 
them looked wearied. 
"What are they talking about In there 


now?" asked a reporter of a retiring 
stockholder.

Spanish raisins. What's that got to do 


1th Fresno? What we want to know 
how this company staudfl," he replied 


as ho walked out.

"New York commission men are tho 


most dishonest in tho whole country," 
said another. "What the producers 
should do is to hire their own agents 
and open a depot in Now York and 
other business centers and handle their 
goods. They should open depots in 
London and Liverpool for the same pur- 
pose, putting their own men in charge. 
England will take all tbe raisins that 
Frcano will produce. I mean tho first 
class goods, and will pay a hlghur price 
[or them than can be had in New York. 
If the raisins are shipped by way of tho 
Isthmus of Panama the freight will not 
ba much more than by tbe overland 
route to New York, but this will be more 
than compensated for by the large 
prlcaa received, 
"The competition of Spanish raisins 


will not cut much of a figure, because 
tbe demand for Spanish wines is rap- 
idly increasing in England and the Span- 
iards are making more money now by 
turning their grapes into wine than tney 
did in the raisin business." 


MISS IUT9BBI.I/B DEBT. 


'Sixteen acres produced six tons raisins 
first crop, and twenty-eight tons green 
grapes second and third crops." i think 
i fair estimate of the amount of raisins 
that could have been made out of the 
second and third crops would be, say 
seven tone—making in all thirteen tons 
of raisins from sixteen acres of ei .htecn 
months old Muscat viuoB. I havo al- 
owed four tons of grapes to one ton of 
raisins, and probably that is not far 
'rom correct, as no doubt sorao grapes 
were too green to make raisins. This 
gives us 1025 pounds of raisins to each 
icre. Now, as to the West Park and 
Thompson's^ seedless, I have two acres 
of ThompBon'sIseedless, same age as Mr. 
Mandell'e Muscats. My first (and only) 
crop of grapes from these two acres pro- 
duced 4087 pounds of the finest and best
